DISADVANTAGED 
STUDENTS  FUNDING 

Funding  for  the  two 
disadvantaged  students 
programs  at  LTI  will  have 
to  be  provided  by  a 
transference  of  funds  from 
w  ithin  the  Institute. 

The  funding  for  two 
programs,  the  ACA  run  by 
the  LTI  Afro  American 
Society  which  received 
nothing  last  year,  and  the 
King  Educational 

Opportunity  Program  which 
received  29,000  last  year, 
will  be  joined.  Their  total 
budget  will  be  35,000  taken 
from  “03”  accounts.  These 
accounts  are  used  to  fund 
staff  and  supplies  for  the 
evening  division,  and  other 
areas. 

Trustee  Dorain  disliked 
the  idea  of  transference  of 
funds,  to  make  up  a  lack  of 
funding  in  other  areas.  He 
felt  it  had  a  detrimental 
effect  it  had  on  the  ability 
of  the  Institute  to  operate 
as  it  should.  He  further 
stated  that  he  had  no

opposition  to  the  programs 
in  question.  Dorain  wanted 
to  know  where  these  funds 
were  coming  from 
specifically.  Olsen  replied 
that,  this  would  be  made 
known  at  a  “workshop”  for 
the  trustees  on  Saturday 
October,  13. 

Mitchell  defended  the 
transference  on  the  grounds 
of  LTI’s  poor  showing  in 
disadvantaged  students 
programs  as  compared  to 
other  state  schools. 

The  funding  was  voted 
in  unanimously.

ANALYSIS

session  probably  dealt  with 
the  water  damage,  staff 

shortages  of  maintenance, 
security  and  staffing. 

Poor  construction  and 
the  running  of  the 
dormitory  areas,  have  also 
been  areas  of  dispute 
recently. 

Various  personel  and 
personel  appointments  were 
announced  as  being  another 
executive  session  topic.  This 
could  include  a 
continuation  of  last  year’s 
problems  concerning  the 
Dean  of  Students. 

The  Dean  has  kept  his 
hands  full  with  problems 
the  last  few  years.  The 
number  of  problems  solved 
to  the  students  satisfaction 
have  been  negligible.  This 
year  the  same  problems  and 
mistrust  continue.

Damage  in  Towers 


Widespread  damage  occurred  early  last 
Wednesday  morning  as  72  shower  nozzles 
were  turned  on  full  pressure  and  directed 
out  of  the  shower  stalls  in  the  recently 
constructed,  Student  Union  building.  It 
was  several  hours  before  the  showers  were 
finally  halted.  Four  LTI  students, 
apparently  drunk,  were  charged  with  these 
actions.  None  of  them  were  dorm  residents, 
three  were  seniors. 

Damage,  which  was  estimated  near 
$50,000,  extended  from  the  sixth  to  the 
eighteenth  floors  with  major  water  damage 
occurring  to  the  carpeting  and  lounge 
furniture.  Tiles,  ceilings,  doors  and  light 
fixtures  were  also  water-soaked.  The 
greatest  damage  happened  on  the  6th  floor, 
student  activity  area,  where  a  11 4” 
watermark  resulted.  Floors  7  and  8  were 
also  heavily  water  doused.  Power  was  shut 
off  for  a  period  of  time  as  light  fixtures, 
wiring  and  the  alarm  system  were  inspected 
for  possible  shorts. 

A  water  soaking  was  also  received  by 
Smith  and  Eames  Hall  as  shower  heads 
were  also  directed  out  of  the  stalls  on 
several  of  the  floors  there.  Entire  floors 
were  flooded  and  man-made  waterfalls 
ensued  but  no  major  damage  was  reported. 

A  final  assessment  of  damage  will  not 
be  made  for  several  weeks  until  the 


affected  areas  have  completely  dried.  Tiles 
may  have  lost  their  adhesion  when  water 
s  oaked  in  between  the  cracks.  Any  rusting 

within  electrical  wiring  that  will  occur  will 
be  within  the  week,  according  to  the 
contractor.  It  is  doubtful  that  waterstains 
will  fade  from  carpeting  and  vinyl 
furniture.  Some  mildewing  is  already 
occurring. 

The  decision  as  to  how  much 
restoration  will  be  done  is  ultimately  one 
of  the  Building  Authority.  Already  the 
Authority  is  running  on  a  tight  budget 
concerning  the  completion  of  the 
rathskellar  and  the  game  room.  The 
rathskellar’s  electrical  and  mechanical 
system  for  the  bar  has  yet  to  be  contracted. 
A  delay  in  the  entire  completion  of  these 
areas  may  be  the  result  of  the  ensuing 
repairs.  Decisions  will  be  made  when  the 
Building  Authority  convenes  this  week. 

The  students  were  charged  with 
“willful  and  malicious  destruction  of 
property  over  $1,000.”  They  will  appear 
before  the  district  court.  The  Dean  of 
Students  has  indicated  that  official  action 
will  be  taken  and  the  students  should 
receive  official  notification  of  his  decision 
today.

Damage 

Inexcusable 

Early  last  Wednesday  morning  four  students 
systematically  vandalized  the  Institute’s  new  Student 
Union  building  by  turning  on  showers  and  allowing  them 
to  flood  out  of  the  lavatories  causing  extensive  damage.  It 
wasn’t  the  first  time  that  destructive  vandalism  has 
occurred  at  Lowell  Tech  and  it  unfortunately  won’t  be  the 
last.  One  thing  is  certain,  the  flooding  damage  is  the  most 
violent  single  act  of  destruction  ever  against  the  Institute. 

THE  TEXT,  and  hopefully  the  students  who  are  our 
readers,  does  not  condone  any  act  of  vandalism.  After 
looking  at  the  damage  that  has  resulted,  it  is  obvious  to 
even  a  casual  observer  that  this  destruction  was 
unexcusable.  The  students  that  caused  the  flooding  had  to 
know  that  damage  would  occur. 

According  to  the  Lowell  Sun,  an  LTI  official  said  that 
the  students  claimed,  “they  didn’t  intend  to  cause  any 
damage.  They  thought  they  were  having  fun.”  Fun  is  not 
systematically  turning  on  the  showers  of  12  floors  of  the 
Towers  after  doing  the  same  to  both  Smith  and  Eames 
Halls. 

This  incident  was  not  just  another  petty  act  of 
vandalism,  nor  is  it  to  be  considered  a  gag  or  joke. 

This  was  an  irresponsible  case  of  the  students  not 
stopping  and  thinking  of  what  they  were  doing.  It  is 
questionable  whether  these  people  are  worthy  of  the  type 
of  graduate  Lowell  Tech  is  hopefully  trying  to  produce. 
They  showed  no  respect  for  the  school  and  a  total  lack  of 
human  decency  for  their  fellow  students. 

The  residents  in  the  Towers  now  have  to  live  with 
water-stained  carpeting,  ceilings,  and  walls,  stinking  and 
mildewing  rugs,  and  a  few  less  lounge  chairs. 

The  damage  to  the  Towers  will  be  lasting.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  money  is  as  scarce  a  commodity  as  girls 
around  Lowell  Tech.  The  damage  will  be  corrected  on  a 
priority  basis  as  more  additional  money  becomes  available. 
This  means  that  some  of  the  damage  will  never  be  repaired. 
Already  there  is  some  doubt  if  there  will  be  enough  funds 
to  ensure  opening  of  the  bar  and  the  game  rooms  after  the 
damage  is  corrected. 

Although  explusion  might  seem  harsh,  it  is  the  only 
alternative  that  should  be  pursued  in  the  case  of  senseless, 
ruinous  action.  If  dismissal  is  harsh  and  severe,  so  is  the 
personal  property  damage  and  inconvenience  to  innocent 
dorm  occupants.  Thoughtless  actions  as  these  are 
intolerable.

Can  the  Courts  Abolish  Obscenity?

The  selection  of  obscenity 
to  capture  attention  or  to  amuse 
the  audience  conveying  a  new 
sense  of  values,  seems  to  be  a  very 
prominent  thing  in  American 
movies  today.  Extremes  in 
language  or  scenes  on  the  screen 
are  sought  out  with  the 
intention  of  shocking  people 
with  the  realization  of  the 
situation  at  times. 

This  brings  us  to  the  recent 
restriction’s  of  the  Supreme 
Court  on  pornography  and 
obscenity.  Already  there  has 
been  wide  discontent  expressed 
and  small  wonder  why.  With  all 
the  local  community  judgement 
by  individual  laws,  the  censoring 
of  pornographic  films  becomes  a 
very  confusing  matter  to  the 
individual. 

Besides  confusing  people, 
this  change  of  ruling  has  resulted 
in  a  general  lowering  of 
standards  and  barriers  in  most 
areas. 

Obscenity  exists  all  over  the 
stage  and  screen  for  sale  to 
anyone  who  wishes  to  gawk. 
And  there  appear  to  be  a 
multitude  of  such  exclusive¬ 
showing  theatres  or  they

the  Institute 
Council 

The  Institute  Council  of 
Lowell  Tech  has  approximately 
twenty  members.  At  present, 
just  four  of  those  members  are 
SLiideius  —  and  oniy  three  ot 
them,  undergraduate  students. 
In  as  much  as  the  deliberations 
and  decisions  of  the  Institute 
Council  have  great  bearing  on  all 
facets  of  student  life,  it  does  not 
seem  unreasonable  to  suggest 
that  the  student  delagation  be 
enlarged. 

The  addition  of  four  more 
undergraduates  to  the  Council 
would  put  about  a  third  of  the 
seats  in  student  hands.  Such 
representation  would  give  the 
student  body  a  say  more  in 
keeping  with  its  importance  to 
the  Institute,  but  would  not 
mean  student  control  of  the 
Institute  Council.  The  faculty 
would  retain  its  traditional 
majority  position. 

Some  have  wondered  if  LTI 
students  are  mature  enough  and 
responsible  enough  to  be 
entrusted  with  an  increased  role 
in  the  governance  of  the 
Institute.  The  evidence  indicates 
that  they  are. 

The  most  recent 
confirmation  of  student 
maturity  was  provided  by  the 
general  reaction  of  disgust  on 
the  part  of  the  student  body  to 
the  senseless  and  costly  “prank” 
(Continued  on  Page  9) 


wouldn’t  be  in  the  business  for 
as  long  as  they’ve  survived.  Such 
exhibition  films  such  as  Deep 
Throat  and  Prime  Cut  (which  by 
the  way,  was  shown  by  AVS  at 
Tech  during  Freshman 
Orientation  Week)  were  banned 
in  a  number  of  towns  and 
communities  because  of  local 
condemnation.  However,  not 
everyone  felt  these  films  had 
little  to  offer  except  such 
materials  that  most  of  us  would 
find  disgusting.  Surely  the 
frequency  of  such  things 
indicated  that  it  is  time  to  put  a 
boundary  somewhere. 

This  is  what  the  Supreme 
Court  has  now  done  in  5-4 
rulings  in  five  cases,  all  written 
by  Chief  Justice  Burger.  The 
rulings  constitute  a  new  set  of 
guidelines  under  which  states 
may  ban  books,  magazines,  plays 
and  motion  pictures  deemed 
locally  offensive  although 
allowed  in  other  places. 

If  the  past  can  be  of  any 
guide,  the  great  amount  of  local 
censorships  help  create  new 
problems  that  are  as  bad  as  the 
old  ones  before  the  lenient  laws 
were  enacted.  Sex,  obscenity 
and  pornography  intended  to 
shock  or  drive  people’s  emotions 
will  continue  behind  closed 
doors  if  not  allowed  with  open 
ones. 

Justice  Harlan  of  the 
Supreme  Court  called  “the 
intractable  obscenity  problem 
has  no  solution  in  terms  of  law 
and  judicial  interpretation.”  The 
remedy,  if  there  is  one  seems  to 
be  somewhere  else.  With  this  in 
mind,  a  factual  basis  for  what 


new  things  might  be  done  that 
Congress  in  1967,  directed 
President  Johnson  to  appoint  a 
Commission  on  Obscenity  and 
Pornography. 

As  time  progressed,  the 
Commission  split  itself.  By  the 
time  they  released  their  report, 
President  Nixon  was  being  sworn 
into  office  and  didn’t  really  face 
the  issue  in  their  direct  manner. 
It  seems  that  many  other  didn’t 
face  up  to  the  issue  for  it  can  be 
surmised  that  those  who  didn’t 
object  to  it  forgot  about  it  or 
pretended  to. 

“The  basic  trouble  regarding 
materials  that  depict  explicit 
sexual  activity,”  the  Commission 
states,  “stems  from  the 
reluctance  of  people  in  our 
society  to  be  open  and  direct  in 
dealing  with  these  matters.” 

Hence  the  Commission 
urged  a  whole  new  social 
orientation,  based  on  authentic 
sex  information  freely  given  to 
all.  It  also  spells  out  in  its  report 
how  this  is  done  exactly.  If 
such  a  program  were  put  into 
effect  over  a  period  of  time,  it 
might  make  it  desirable  to  put 
into  effect  the  Commission’s 
legislative  recommendations. 
This  would  amount  to  repealing 
the  present  boundaries  for 
present  prohibition's  on  movies 
for  adults  only  and  at  the  same 
time,  provide  protection  by  law 
for  children  and  also  for  those 
adults  who  feel  snowed  over  by 
pornographic  material. 

This  is  a  hopeful  possibility. 
Certainly  it  brings  to  mind  that 
the  courts  can’t  abolish 
obscenity. 
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prefer  the  latter."

Control  and 
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Campus 
Security  Now 

Dear  Editor, 

Three  weeks  ago  the 
Student  Union  Building  was  a 
brand  new  structure.  Although  it 
was  and  still  is  incomplete,  it 
had  potential.  For  once,  all 
Lowell  Tech  students  had 
something  to  be  proud  of. 
Within  a  week,  however,  the 
S.U.B.  was  in  shambles 
reminiscent  of  the  Leitch  and 
Bourgeois  Halls  of  years  gone 
by.  Trash  and  cigarette  butts 
were  strewn  in  the  lounges,  in 
the  elevators,  and  up  and  down 
the  stairwells.  Most  recently, 
vandalism  has  occurred.  Many 
convertible  cars  had  their  roofs 
slashed,  while  other  cars  were 
broken  into.  Last  week,  the 
showers  on  a  number  of  floors 
were  knowingly  left  running  at 
full  force  and  eventually  the 
water  poured  down  the  walls 
and  on  to  the  carpeted  floors. 
The  damage  was  extensive  to  say 
the  least. 

I  strongly  urge  that  a 
working  security  force  be 
established,  specifically  designed 
for  the  protection  of  the 
students,  their  property,  and 
institute  property.  I  am  not 
advocating  that  Lowell  Tech  be 
transformed  into  a  prison  —  in 
the  past  four  years  that  trend 
has  been  reversed.  However,  I 
have  seen  the  need  for  a  Campus 
Security  Patrol,  and  it  is  time  for 
some  type  of  authority  to  be 
asserted. 

Students,  keep  this  thought 
in  mind.  The  persons  responsible 
for  the  recent  wave  of  vandalism 
and  destruction  are  a  minority. 
We,  the  victims  of  such  actions, 
are  the  majority.  Who  will  win? 
The  recurrence  of  such  events 
must  be  prevented.

Security  is  Needed 


We  have  substantially  completed  the  above  building  and  we  have 
turned  it  over  for  use  and  occupancy  by  the  Institute.  We  are, 
however,  gravely  concerned  over  the  misuse  of  the  building  facility 
and  systems.  The  building  cannot  withstand  continual  misuse  by 
vandalism  and  students  who  do  not  feel  any  sense  of  responsibility 
for  the  building  they  occupy. 

We  enclose  copy  of  a  letter  we  received  yesterday  from 
Beckwith  Elevator  Company  relative  to  elevator  abuse.  The  elevator 
system  is  a  sophisticated  one  which  is  not  designed  to  withstand  the 
kind  of  mistreatment  to  which  it  has  been  subjected.  Should  such 
occurrences  continue,  guarantees  and  warranties  will  be  null  and 
void. 

This  morning  we  were  shocked  to  learn  that  student  vandals  had 
entered  the  building  during  night  or  early  morning  hours  and 
succeeded  in  flooding  the  entire  structure  by  directing  the  shower 
heads  out  of  the  shower  stalls  and  leaving  the  water  running  at  full 
pressure  for  several  hours.  We  cannot  be  he  held  liable  for  results  of 
this  or  other  acts  of  vandalism.  We  are  proud  of  the  building  which 
represents  thousands  and  thousands  of  hours  of  time  and  effort  on 
the  part  of  hundreds  of  people,  but  unless  there  is  some  order, 
control  and  security  established  in  the  facility  we  can  forsee  that  it 
can  be  entirely  ruined  by  such  mindless  behavior. 

Another  concern  of  ours  is  the  possible  damage  to  the  exterior 
wall  surfaces  when  windows  are  left  open  during  high  wind  and  rain 
storms.  The  upper  sash  is  designed  to  be  opened  only  to  clean  the 
glass.  During  the  heavy  rain  of  September  18  we,  along  with  the 
Architect,  Clerk  of  Work,  and  building  maintenance  personnel 
witnessed  over  a  dozen  upper  sash  that  had  been  left  open  on  the 
North  Elevation  along  with  approximately  two  dozen  lower  sash  so 
that  considerable  rain  must  have  entered  the  rooms  as  it  has  on 
several  previous  occasions  of  heavy  rain  when  the  windows  were  left 
open. 

This  Student  Union  and  Dormitory  was  completed  in 
accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  and  will  provide  the 
Institute  with  much  needed  space  if  it  is  properly  used.  It  is 
imperative  that  student  occupants  and  other  members  of  the  student 
body  be  instructed  that  it  is  intended  to  accommodate  responsible, 
reasonable  people  who  are  expected  to  treat  it  as  their  home.  It  is 
incredible  that  an  unruly,  undisciplined  minority  could  have  already 
done  so  much  damage  in  such  a  short  time. 

We  wish  to  confer  with  the  proper  Institute  officials  about  these 
serious  problems  at  the  earliest  possible  time.

EDITORIAL: 

The  Perils  of 

Perley’s  Building 

Two  weeks  ago  an  article  appeared  on  some  of  the  problems  of 
the  new  building  facilities  at  Tech.  As  a  result  of  that  article  and 
continued  student  pressure  on  the  relief  of  these  problems,  some  of 
the  problems  have  been  worked  out. 

Elevator  breakdowns  have  been  minimized  due  to  less  student 
childish  pranks  (fewer  bottles  thrown  down  the  shaft,  or  extreme 
overcrowding  of  the  elevators).  Now  if  the  elevator-dumbwaiter 
between  the  first  two  floors  is  repaired,  this  will  free  the  freight 
elevator  for  use  for  the  students. 

Security  is  being  provided  for  the  cafeteria  area,  if  the  architect 
will  now  rectify  holdups  in  the  cafeteria  we  would  be  pretty  well 
straightened  oud  out. 

Security  measures  will  be  enacted  after  this  past  week’s 
incidence  and  the  trustees  meeting.  The  lack  of  maintainence  has 
forced  some  students  to  throw  their  own  papers  in  barrels,  put  their 
own  ashtrays  in  the  hallways,  and  one  group  helped  to  clean  up  the 
water  from  the  showers.  Please  cooperate  by  using  these  ashtray: 
and  barrels. 

The  shower  stalls  should  have  new  curtains  in  two  weeks. 

Mr.  McMahon  of  Perley  Gilbert  the  architects  have  several 
reasons  for  the  height  of  the  showerheads.  They  range  from  5’  6” 
being  the  standard  height  of  most  showerheads  to  the  fact  that 
medical  authorities  don’t  recommend  that  you  get  your  hair  wet 
when  you  shower.  Also  with  men  and  their  new  hair-do’s  it  is  more 
practical. 

Anyone  who  designs  a  building  with  shower  and  floor  drains  not 
big  enough  to  accept  the  draining  of  6  showers,  has  got  a  problem  to 
contend  with  from  engineers  at  LTI. 

Students  pay  $70  a  year  to  see  the  floors  and  walls  flooding 
because  of  poor  design,  or  because  of  failure  to  get  up  from  bed  to 
turn  the  showers  off,  when  no  security  or  maintainence  have  been 
allocated  by  the  state,  or  set  up  by  the  Dean. 

Four  students  flooded  three  dormitories,  all  with  one  security 
person,  resident  advisors  and  sleeping  students.  Without  clogging  the 
drains  in  any  way,  they  turned  all  72  showers  in  the  Student  Union, 
which  flooded  the  building.  The  drains  clogged  because  of  floatage 
(hair,  dirt,  papers  from  students).  One  was  caught,  supposedly,  and 
the  showers  were  turned  off  on  the  top  six  floors.  The  bottom  six 
continued  to  run  until  5  am. 

Eames  and  Smith  were  also  worked  on  but  they  sustained  less 
damage  due  to  construction.  With  all  the  change  orders  needed  for  the 
building  at  student  cost,  we  could  have  done  the  work  ourselves. 

Recommendations  for  lasting  furnishings  were  discarded  and 
colors,  furniture  and  decor  were  ordered  through  the  building 
Authority  and  Dean  Not  too  ^functional  b  ut  nice  to, , 

trip  on.' 

Lets  look  at  what  the  problems  are  and  solve  them  rationally. 
The  prank  that  four  prospective  A  A  members  pulled  won’t  change 
the  showers  or  fooling  on  the  elevators. 

Only  effective  changes  in  the  way  students  patrol  themselves 
and  keep  the  buildings  of  Tech  clean  as  possible  can  they  remain 
standing.  Bring  back  the  community  concept.  Think  of  others  and 
they  might  think  of  you. 

We  can  change  it  by  pressure  on  responsible  people  and  unity  in 
keeping  the  campus  cleaner,  and  getting  involved  in  making  Tech

Comments  on 

Soviet- American  Relations 

After  more  than  two  decades  in  which  a  cold  war  outlook  has 
pervaded  Soviet-American  relations,  the  last  year  has  seen  an 
apparent  reversal  of  views,  resulting  in  agreements  of  ‘official 
friendships’  and  ‘mutual  trusts.’ 

Perhaps  the  consumation  of  this  reversal  could  be  seen  in  the 
visit  to  this  country  of  Soviet  Party  Leader,  Leonid  Breshnev,  during 
the  summer. 

Breshnev  in  his  television  appearance  and  press  conferences 
emanated  a  feeling  of  ease  and  friendliness  leaving  many  Americans 
with  a  favorable  impression  despite  the  source  of  his  power,  Soviet 
communism.  The  willingness  of  Mr.  Breshnev  to  accept  such  an 
identity  leaves  one  with  two  alternative  explanations.  Either  the 
Soviet  Union  desires'  a  reconciliation  or  —  perhaps  more  plausibly  — 
it  is  hiding  some  other  motives  behind  a  facade  of  friendship. 

These  rapid  diplomatic  reversals  come  at  a  time  when  both  the 
Soviet  and  American  economies  have  entered  a  critical  stage.  The 
Soviet  grain  shortage  and  American  energy  crisis  were  probably 
deciding  factors  in  the  decision  to  renew  closer  relations.  Both  Mr. 
Breshnev  and  Mr.  Nixon  faced  a  general  economic  dilemma  at  home 
and  these  talks  helped  to  shift,  at  least  temporarily,  the  focus  from 
domestic  to  foreign  affairs.  • 

Another  motivation  for  these  deliberations  springs  fron  the  ‘new 
kid  on  the  block’,  China.  The  rift  in  the  world  communist  movement 
between  Orthodox  Moscow  and  Maoist  Peking  has  left  the  Soviet 
Union  uneasy  over  the  possibility  of  a  Sino-American  coalition. 
While  threatening  China  with  expulsion  from  the  world  communist 
order,  Russia  may  have  been  seeking  reassurances  from  the  United 
States  on  its  neutrality  in  Sino-Soviet  relations. 

A  final  motivation  may  be  found  in  the  Watergate  scandal. 
During  his  months  of  silence  on  this  affair  Mr.  Nixon  was  obviously 
formulating  a  counter-attack  designed  to  recapture  the  popular 
support  which  gave  him  his  mandate  of  November  1972. 

His  obvious  need  for  some  sort  of  dramatic  positive  results, 
which  he  found  unsatisfiable  at  the  domestic  level,  forced  him  to 
focus  his  attention  on  foreign  affairs  in  an  attempt  to  demonstrate 
to  the  public  that  he  had  not  lost  his  ability  as  an  international

EDITORIAL: 

More  than  Vandalism 


The  vandalism  incident  in  the  dorms  last  week 
doesn’t  stop  with  action  against  the  guilty  students 
and  repairing  of  the  buildings. 

The  damage  in  the  Towers  is  a  continuing  of 
vandalism  acts  and  dissatisfaction  that  has  been 
rising  for  years  at  Lowell  Tech.  Although  this  most 
recent  act  was  not  committed  for  any  specific 
“cause”,  maybe  it  will  be  an  eye  opener  and  will 
help  to  point  out  some  inefficiencies  that  have 
been  present  for  some  time. 

First,  LTI  has  been  plagued  by  a  lack  of 
security.  Yet  nothing  .  .  .  nothing  has  been  done 
by  the  administration  or  the  Commonwealth. 
Vandalism  has  been  on  the  increase,  the  cafeterias 
are  broken  into,  cars  in  the  Institute’s  parking  lots 
are  stolen,  or  have  parts  removed  from  them,  or 
else  are  maliciously  vandalized,  the  athletic  fields 
and  track  are  overrun  and  torn-up  by  local  kids  on 
motorbikes,  and  Mr.  Flash  is  on  the  loose.  Yet,  the 
situation  is  allowed  to  persist. 

Next,  the  dorm  counseling  system  that  has 
been  allowed  to  develop  is  a  farce.  Dorm  residents 
have  little  respect  for  their  counselors  and 
advisors.  As  a  result,  apathy  and  indifference  is  the 
majority  attitude  in  the  dorms.  Undoubtedly 
many  students  heard  those  showers  running  in  the 


middle  of  the  night,  yet  they  were  on  for  hours. 
Still  this  ridiculous  counselor  system  continues. 

Maintenance  is  just  plain  lacking  and  the 
surroundings  deteriorate.  If  vandalism  doesn’t 
strike,  lack  of  maintenance  will  sooner  or  later. 

Finally,  the  administration  has  been 
completely  blind  to  not  see  something  like  this 
eventually  coming  on  with  conditions  going 
downhill.  Little  incidences  or  symptoms  occur  all 
the  time,  yet  the  administration  doesn’t  see  this  or 
realize  what  is  behind  student  dissatisfaction  that 
eventually  causes  vandalism  and  other  senseless 
acts  to  surface.  They  keep  stalling  and  ignoring 
until  something  drastic  occurs. 

Violence  and  vandalism  cannot  be  tolerated  in 
any  form.  It  is  up  to  the  students  to  impress  upon 
their  fellows  responsibility  to  each  other  and  their 
dorms  and  school. 

In  the  same  manner  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  administration  not 
to  let  conditions  like  security,  maintenance,  dorm 
supervision,  and  handling  of  student  dissatisfaction 
deteriorate  and  get  out  of  hand.  *

San  Diego  Viewpoint 


Anyone  who  says  people  are  more-or-less  the 
same  all  over  hasn’t  compared  New  York  with 
Paris,  or  L.A.  with  Chicago,  or  Austria  with  Idaho, 
or  San  Diego  with  Lowell,  Massachusetts.  This 
place  is  incredible.  The  typical  American  small 
town  it  isn’t.  Even  Pocatello,  Idaho  has  choppers, 
but  in  New  England  they  seem  as  rare  as  straight 
Columbian. 

It’s  hard  to  believe  all  of  the  shiny,  stock 
cycles  usually  lined  up  in  front  of  Eames  Hall.  To 
me  it’s  like  seeing  a  collection  of  antiques.  Where  I 
come  from  a  straight  bike  stays  straight  about  two 
weeks.  Then  the  fork  is  extended,  the  back 
lowered,  the  seat  sculpted  and  the  bars  put  where 
you  can  reach,  them  iiom  a  lay*#*  down  position. 
Everybody  chops  tfie  bike  to  "some  drastic  extent. 
When  you  can  go  farther  a  lot  faster  and  in  much 
more  comfort  by  chopping  the  machine,  why  have 
a  straight  one?  With  the  exception  of  trail  riding 
there  is  nothing  a  straight  bike  can  do  better  than 
a  chopped  machine,  nor  as  cheaply. 

In  Southern  California  a  trip  of  several 
hundred  miles  is  common.  The  state  is  800  miles 
long.  Therefore  travelling  bikes  have  got  to  be 
comfortable.  Bike  gangs  (Angels,  Knights,  etc.) 
actually  control  large  stretches  of  highway, 
especially  in  the  deserts  or  deserted  back  country. 
Therefore  bikes  have  got  to  be  fast. 

Let’s  take  the  Angels  as  an  example.  Most 
Southern  Californians  have  been  passed  by  them 
on  the  highway,  and  many  thousands  have  been 
stopped  or  forced  off  the  road  by  a  gang.  Dozens 
have  been  killed.  But  with  “back  country”  as  large 
as  Massachusetts,  Connecticicut,  Vermont,  New 
Hampshire,  New  York  and  Pocatello,  Idaho 
combined  there’s  no  way  the  Highway  Patrol  can 
guarantee  any  particular  stretch  of  road.  You  may 
have  heard  about  Charles  Manson  and  company. 
Two  of  his  “family”  were  former  bikers  who 
together  killed  thirteen  people,  yet  they’re  riding 
around  free  because  of  their  membership  in  Hell’s 
Angels.  It’s  not  ironic,  it’s  a  fact  of  California  life. 
There,  bikes  are  serious  machines,  not  status 
symbols. 

Are  there  any  choppers  here?  Thumbing  from 
the  West  I  saw  the  last  noticeable  one  in  Ohio. 
Everything  East  has  been  very  rich,  but  very  small. 
And  very  lacking  in  originality  or  power.  I  think  I 
know  why  —  the  East  is  tiny.  Our  Mohave  Desert 
is  bigger  than  Massachusetts.  Going  from  San 


Diego  to  San  Francisco  -  halfway  up  the  state  -  is 
like  going  from  here  to  South  Carolina.  Out  West 
we  are  born  and  bred  thinking  big,  thinking 
“space.”  We  reflect  that  character  in  our  bikes,  our 
beaches,  and  our  pot. 

This  place  is  also  radical  in  its  conformity. 
Why  is  it  that  many  people  who  see  me  wearing  an 
Air  Force  coat,  even  with  a  T-shirt  underneath  and 
Levi’s,  think  I  am  in  ROTC?  I  wear  the  coat 
because  it’s  warm  when  I  need  warmth  and  it  has 
big  pockets  to  carry  my  pipes  and  tobacco.  And 
also  because  it  only  cost  a  dollar-fifty  at  Goodwill. 
Doesn’t  anybody  else  do  that  around  here?  What 
are  clothes  for  if  not  for  practicality?  Again,  I’m  at 
a  loss  to  understand  «wae  oi  youi  actions  around 
here. 

Last  week  I  asked  for  somebody  to  do 
something  which  might  break  the  routine  of  this 
“conformity.”  Somebody  did.  Last  Tuesday  half 
of  the  phones  in  Leitch  and  Bourgeois 
disappeared.

This  follow-up  article  describes 
the  programs  set  up  with  Lowell  police  officers  and  the 
y  oath  sector  of  the  community.

Youth  Officers  in  the  Lowell  Police  Department? 
Eighteen  year  old  police-community  assistants?  These 
axe  the  new  ideas  for  bridging  the  gap  between  the 
Lowell  community  and  the  police  force.  It  is  an  attempt 
to  get  young  people,  with  no  experience  necessary, 
involved  as  PCA’s  (police  community  assistants)  in  the 
Community  Relations  Program.  As  explained  in  last 
week’s  interview  wtih  Captain  Kelleher,  the  Community 
Relations  Program  in  Lowell  was  started  by  Officer 
Roger  Dumont.  With  the  help  of  young  people,  relations 
between  police,  students,  and  the  general  community 
can  be  greatly  improved. 

Exactly  who  is  defined  as  a  Police  Community 
Assistant?  The  following  points  summarize  the  basic 
characteristics  of  a  youth  officer  and  aide: 

1)  Police  Community  Assistants  are  civilians  who 
strive  to  promote  better  relations  between  the 
community  and  the  police.  They  don’t  have  the 
authority  to  enforce  the  law. 

2)  Their  duties  include  keeping  confidences  and 
they  will  not  do  any  informing. 

3)  PCA’s  will  relate  community  attitudes,  and 
explain  the  policeman’s  role  in  society. 

4)  PCA’s  must  help  all  underprivileged  and  minority 
groups  to  voice  their  true  feelings  so  they  will  not  be 
discriminated  against. 

5)  PCA’s  will  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
neighborhoods  of  the  people  they  are  serving. 

6)  PCA’s  aid  in  the  prevention  of  crime  by  being 
aware  of  underlying  tensions  before  a  major  eruption 
occurs. 

7)  PCA’s  are  also  informed  with  channels  of  the 
Police  Department. 

8)  PCA’s  help  the  young  and  old  to  communicate 
with  each  other  and  involve  families  in  the  Head  Start 
project. 

9)  PCA’s  help  people  with  filling  out  social  service 


10)  PCA’s  help  families  to  develop  self-help  and

actually  call  such  a  dismal  city  their  home.  Well,  there  are  some 
encouraging  developments  in  the  making  for  Lowell,  but  first,  some 
background  history. 

Lowell,  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  was  one  of  the  greatest 
textile  manufacturing  cities,  reknowned  throughout  both  the  nation 
and  the  world.  Tremendous  factories  churned  out  weaving  materials 
and  fabrics,  while  employing  thousands  of  people  and  providing 
them  with  housing,  recreation,  and  entertainment.  A  vast  network  of 
canals,  complete  with  lockes  and  waterwheels,  harnessed  the  river 
water  for  electric  power  and  use  as  a  transportation  system.  Poets, 
authors,  and  writers  visited  Lowell,  expounding  on  its  rugged 
character,  beautiful  canals,  streaming  smokestacks,  and  hustling 
workers  depicting  a  powerful  industrial  age. 

Unfortunately,  the  developments  of  rising  labor  costs  forced 
manufacturers  to  seek  locations  elsewhere,  thus  allowing  the 
eventual  demise  of  Lowell,  as  they  left  behind  only  the  ruins  of  a 
mighty  industrial  fortress  that  you  now  see. 

Although  some  of  the  adjacent  towns  and  communities  have 
prospered,  no  impetus  was  visibly  prompting  Lowell  to  redevelop 
into  a  substantial  economic  power  again.  No  impetus,  that  is,  until 
recently  when  the  concept  of  an  ‘urban’  park  was  created.  Through 
the  efforts  of  an  already  existant  federally  funded  local  agency 
named  ‘Model  Cities’,  came  the  idea  of  remodeling  Lowell  into  an 
urban  park  of  national  historic  relevance. 

The  program,  begun  just  over  a  year  ago,  and  called  the  Urban 
National  Cultural  Park,  has  already  met  with  statewide  support  and 
admirable  success.  The  Park  program  is  now  being  handled  directly 
by  a  branch  agency  called  Human  Services  Corporation,  located 
downtown. 

The  agency  is  working  with  both  public  and  private  sectors  of 
the  economy,  attempting  to  provide  the  city  with  renewed  business 
life.  In  addition,  there  is  a  scheduled  restoration  of  the  canal  system, 
and  nearby  historic  sites,  development  of  textile  mill  museums, 
recreational  canal-side  parks,  parks,  bicycle  paths  and  walkways.  One 
of  the  canal  parks  is  just  below  the  Textile  bridge  which  LTI 
students  cross  each  day.  A  monorail  transit  system  is  proposed  for 
the  downtown  area.  With  continued  success,  and  in  time  Lowell  may 
develop  into  a  tourist  town. 

This  is  a  summary  of  what  has  actually  been  happening  in  the 
community  which  this  Student  Union  office  overlooks.  For  any 
further  details,  the  ‘Text’  office  has  an  updated  file  with  in-depth 
information. 


other  plans  to  improve  their  own  living  conditions.  They 
attend  neighborhood  meeting  and  social  functions.

The  search  for  youth  officers  came  after  several 
serious  disturbances  in  local  housing  projects  of  Lowell. 
The  extension  of  the  Community  Relations  Program  is 
the  para  professional  community  service  officer,  already 
in  use  by  other  police  agencies.  The  program,  known  as 
“Operation  Bridge”  is  another  aim  at  improvement  of 
police-community  relations. 

IMPLEMENTING  “OPERATION  BRIDGE” 

In  its  attempt  to  get  the  program  off  the  ground,  the 
Lowell  Police  consider  four  major  steps:  funding, 
selection  of  a  program  director,  recruitment  and 
selection  of  PCA’s,  and  finally,  training  and  education 
for  these  paraprofessionals. 

The  securing  of  funds  for  the  department  were  from 
the  Community  Teamwork,  Inc.  Their  grant  covered  the 
first  year;  after  that,  the  city  agreed  to  pay  half  and  by 
the  third  year,  the  city  was  to  provide  all  funds. 

Selection  of  a  'director  was  done  by  City  Manager 
James  L.  Sullivan  and  the  late  Superintendent  Peter 
Guduras  who  asked  for  volunteers  for  the  position  of 
community  relations  officer  and  project  director. 

For  the  job  of  police-community  assistant,  it  was 
decided  to  recruit  applicants  from  the  projects  and  other 
areas  of  the  city  known  as  “hot  spots.”  The  main 
requirement  was  that  the  person  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  old,  have  no  felony  convictions,  and  be  considered 
“underprivileged.”  Eight  men  and  women  were  finally 
hired  as  PCA’s  coming  from  widely  divergent 
backgrounds.  As  PCA’s  they  live  and  work  in  these 
“target  areas”  to  form  close  ties  with  area  residents. 

The  final  step  for  implementing  such  a  program 
includes  the  training  and  education  of  the  people 
accepted  to  be  PCA’s.  Most  of  them  are  enrolled  in 
college  courses  at  local  community  colleges.  Of  their 
forty  hours  work  week,  fifteen  hours  is  spent  in  classes. 

-  ACTIVITIES  OF  PCA’s 

“Bridging  the  gap”  has  proved  to  be  a  worthwhile 
effort,  but  it  came  through  hard  work  and  the 
undertaking  of  many  tasks.  Some  of  their  efforts  follow. 

Since  one  of  the  main  problems  in  Lowell  was  the 

tenskltt-  In  the  projects  PCA’s  immediately  began  their 

work  in  these  areas.  They  roamed  the  projects  during 


tense  situations,  talking  to  people,  stopping  rumors,  and 
calming  people  down.  Their  efforts  prevented  many 
clashes  as  a  result. 

Next,  they  concentrated  their  efforts  on  conflicts 
between  the  young  and  elderly  in  the  projects.  They 
listened  to  people’s  problems  and  offered  solutions  to 
the  problems.  One  such  problem  was  the  issue  of  stray 
bicycles  along  people’s  yards  and  project  halls.  PCA’s 
also  helped  people  to  find  jobs,  referred  them  to  social 
agencies,  gave  legal  advice  when  they  could  and  offered  a 
lot  of  attention  to  individual  problems. 

Another  one  of  their  functions  includes  attendance  at 
neighborhood  meetings  where  they  try  to  present  the 
police  point  of  view.  They  discuss  crime  prevention, 
police  codes,  and  law  court  functions  to  better  inform 
the  people  of  those  who  serve  them.  Spanish  speaking 
PCA’s  are  especially  beneficial  in  relating  ideas  to 
non-English  speaking  individuals  and  representing  their 
opinions  in  court. 

Planning  and  training  are  two  of  the  most  important 
components  of  the  program.  Planning  determines  what 
police  and  community  needs  are  and  how  civilian  aides 
can  help  meet  these  needs.  Preparation  for  training  also 
begins  at  this  time.  Formal  training  includes  remedial 
education  as  well  as  skill  development  for  the  aides. 
They  learn  report  writing,  interviewing  psychology, 
community  resources,  relations,  police  rules,  race 
relations,  demonstration  handling  and  general  law 
enforcement  procedures. 

Career  incentives  are  provided  for  as  a  part  of  the  aide 
program  because  no  one  wants  to  work  in  a  dead-end 
job.  Career  ladders  and  salary  raises  should  be  included 
in  this  idea.  A  trainee  civilian  aide  might  be  confined  to 
jobs  which  are  primarily  clerical  or  assistance  oriented, 
but  after  a  half  a  year  of  doing  this  type  of  job,  the 
civilian  aide  would  act  as  a  means  of  communication 
between  a  social  service  agency  and  the  police.  He  might 
eventually  work  as  a  policeman’s  partner  in  the  field.  If  a 
person  remains  with  the  program,  career  incentives 
become  interesting. 

One  possibility  for  creating  a  permanent  civil  service 
position  for  civilian  aides  could  be  to  use  a  formal 
entrance  exam.  The  entering  position  could  be  the  one 
of  an  aide  where  an  individual  could  work  himself  up  to 
the  position  of  police  officer  with  a  certain  amount  of 
training  on  the  job.  In  this  way,  the  aide  position  could 
be  used  as  a  recruiting  device.  However,  the  option 
should  be  left  as  to  whether  a  person  wants  to  remain  an 
aide  or  become  part  of  the  law  enforcement  personnel. 

While  this  type  of  program,  being  new'  and  flexible, 
has  no  ngid  rules  for  development,  the  preceding 
guidelines  can  help  insure  its  progress.  If  you’re

Telephone  Foul-Up 


The  telephones,  plural,  outside  of  my  Leitch 
basement  room  used  to  ring  about  every  fifteen 
minutes.  The  one  on  the  right,  452-8812,  was  by 
far  the  busiest  both  for  incoming  and  outgoing 
calls.  Now  the  telephone,  singular,  in  the  Leitch 
basement  is  usually  quiet,  used  only  for  outgoing 
calls  because  most  of  us  here  gave  the  right-hand 
nuipber  to  our  families  and  friends  in  case  they 
needed  to  get  in  touch  with  us. 

The  phones  disappeared  Tuesday  morning.  By 
nine  that  night  almost  two  hundred  signatures 
were  on  a  Leitch  Petition  to  get  the  phones  back. 
Rick  Greenley,  a  Leitch  floor  counselor,  came  up 
with  the  idea;  Dave  Chase  and  Roger  LaPointe 
wrote  it  up  and  brought  it  around  the  dorm;  and 
practically  every  student  who  was  in  at  the  time 
signed  it. 

The  petition  pointed  out  that  by  taking  out 
more  than  half  of  the  phones  Leitch  now  has  one 
phone  for  every  eighty  students.  Needless  to  say 
this  makes  an  emergency  call  very  difficult,  and  it 
could  easily  be  impossible  if  just  six  of  Leitch’s 
several  hundred  students  happened  to  need  a 
phone  at  the  same  time. 

I  talked  with  Mr.  Cronin,  downstairs  Cumnock, 
Wednesday  morning.  He  explained  that  the 
removal  of  the  phones  was  a  Phone  Company 
matter. 


A  telephone  installer  I  found  outside  Leitch  said 
that  there  had  been  some  sort  of  agreement 
reached  between  the  company,  LTI,  and  “the 
students.” 

Jim  Bender,  Student  Senate  President,  signed 
the  petition,  as  did  the  President  of  the 
Inter-Dormitory  Council.  So  did  two  hundred  of 
us  at  Leitch.  What  students  agreed?  And  who’s 
passing  the  buck? 

Thepetition  was  presented  to  Mr.  Cronin  at  two 
o’clock  Wednesday.  I  talked  with  him  at  four,  and 
he  said  that  by  taking  the  petition  to  the  phone 
company,  which  he  would  do,  we  could  expect  to 
have  the  phones  back  “in  a  few  days.” 

A  day  after  the  last  phone  had  been  taken  from 
Leitch  we  had  a  promise  from  Cumnock  Hall  that 
the  situation  would  be  corrected.  Immediate 
action  on  the  part  of  the  students  involved  was  the 
key  to  resolving  the  problem.  Imagine  what  could 
be  accomplished  if  similar  initiative  was  shown  by 
Congress  concerning  an  impeachment  of  Mr. 
Nixon. 

At  last  report  there  were  no  phones  on  the  first 
floor  of  Leitch,  but  with  offers  of  aid  from  Dean 
King  and  Mr.  Cronin  we  are  hopeful  that  we’ll  get 
the  phones  back  immediately.

NARCOTICS 

The  New  York  Drug  Laws 


Saturday,  Sept.  1,  the  State  of  New  York 
instituted  a  new  drug  law  which  essentially 
sentences  dealers  in  hard  drugs  to  life 
imprisonment.  Drug  offenders  were  previously 
treated  medically  in  an  experimental  program 
begun  5  years  ago. 

The  law  deals  with  3  main  drug  violations: 

Iror  the  sale,  ol^ one  ;.Qi  more  oi  ttejoui 

major  drugs  (cocaine,  opium,  heroin,  morphine)  or 
posession  of  two  ounces  or  more  —  “mandatory 
life”  with  possible  parole  after  serving  15  to  25 
years. 

For  the  sale  of  one-eighth  of  an  ounce  of  major 
narcotics,  5  grams  or  more  of  amphetamines,  5 
milligrams  or  more  of  LSD;  possession  of  one  to 
two  ounces  of  major  narcotics,  10  grams  or  more 
of  amphetamines  or  25  milligrams  or  more  of  LSD 
—  “mandatory  life”  with  parole  after  serving  six  to 
eight  years. 

For  the  sale  of  up  to  one-eighth  of  an  ounce  of 
major  narcotics,  of  one  to  five  grams  of 
amphetamines  or  of  one  to  five  milligrams  of  LSD; 
possession  of  five  grams  or  more  of  LSD  — 
“mandatory  life”  with  possible  parole  after  one  to 
eight  and  one  third  years. 

Possession  of  one-eighth  to  one  ounce  of  major 
narcotics  would  result  in  a  term  of  one  year 
minimum  to  1 5  years  maximum  for  first  offenders 
and  4J/2to  25  years  for  second  offenders. 


The  law  makes  no  provisions  for  sale  or 
possession  of  marijuana. 

Already  the  law  has  received  opposition  from 
the  Conservative  party,  the  Judicial  Conferences, 
policemen  as  well  as  Mayor  Lindsay.  Problems  are 
resulting  in  the  cluttering  of  the  judicial  system 
which  was  unprepared  to  handle  such  demands. 
Benjamin  Malcolm,  New  York  City’s  Correction 
_Comiuissi.aiiei,  predicted  t hai  ihe  city  ’s  present  jail 
population  of  9,216  would  increase  by  3,600  a 
year.  He  indicated  that  repopulation  of  the  prisons 
could  result  in  prison  rebellions,  similar  to  the 
Attica  rebellion  of  1970. 

The  New  York  Law  is  one  of  the  toughest  in  the 
nation.  The  greatest  effect  will  occur  in  the  city 
and  on  the  state’s  college  campuses  where  the  drug 
traffic  has  long  been  established.  A  more  cautious 
attitude  has  developed  according  to  a  survey  taken 
by  the  New  York  Times.  Dealers  are  limiting 
themselves  to  soft  drugs  such  as  cocaine,  mescaline 
and  LSD  are  becoming  scarce  commodities  on  the 
drug  market  as  sellers  become  wary  of  the  stiff 
life  sentence. 

What  effect  will  this  have  on  neighboring  states 
without  these  stringent,  drug  laws?  Already  there 
has  been  an  influx  of  hard  drugs  in  Massachusetts’ 
cities.  There  may  be  a  greater  frequency  of  drug 
users  appearing  on  the  campuses.  All  this  depends 
on  the  enforcement  of  hard  drug  laws  on  the 
college  campus. 


IRS  Offers  Assistance 


Boston. ..The  Internal 
Revenue  Service,  in  an  effort  to 
clarify  the  taxability  of 
scholarship  and  fellowship 
grants,  is  offering  assistance  to 
recipients  and  to  the  many 
schools,  colleges  and  teaching 
hospitals  in  Massachusetts. 

District  Director  William  E 
Williams  said  that  much  of  the 
misunderstanding  occurs  because 
scholarships  and  fellowships  may 
be  totally  excludable  from 
income,  partially  excludable  or 
fully  taxable. 

Under  Federal  tax  laws,  he 
said,  a  scholarship  generally 
means  the  amount  paid  or 
allowed  to,  or  for  the  benefit  of, 
a  student  at  an  educational 
institution  to  aid  him  in 
pursuing  his  studies.  He  may  be 
an  undergraduate  or  graduate 
student. 

A  fellowship  grant,  Williams 
explained,  is  the  amount  paid  or 
allowed  to,  or  for  the  benefit  of, 
an  individual  to  aid  him  in  the 


pursuit  of  study  or  research.  The 
primary  purpose  of  this  grant, 
Williams  stressed,  must  be  to 
further  the  education  and 
training  of  the  recipient  in  his 
individual  capacity  rather  than 
to  benefit  the  grantor. 

If  the  recipient  of  a  grant  is 
a  candidate  for  a  degree,  the 
fellowship  or  scholarship  grant  is 
totally  excludable  from  income. 

If  the  recipient  is  not  a 
degree  candidate,  the  amount  of 
the  scholarship  or  fellowship 
excluded  in  any  taxable  year  is 
limited  to  an  amount  equal  to 
$300  times  the  number  of 
months  in  which  the  money  was

No  exclusion  is  allowed 
after  the  recipient  has  been 
entitled  to  exclude  amounts 
received  as  a  scholarship  or 
fellowship  grant  for  a  period  of 
36  months  if  the  recipient  is  not 
a  candidate  for  a  degree.

politician  despite  the  continual  questioning  of  his  domestic 
capabilities.  Hence  the  ensuing  “detente”  was  given  more  emphasis 
than  it  truly  deserved. 

These  elements  of  the  “detente”  leave  a  general  feeling  of 
uneasiness.  Rhetoric  and  impostures  are  not  unusual  tools  in  the 
world  of  politics,  as  Mr.  Nixon  is  quite  aware.  The  facts  leading  to 
and  following  the  “detente”,  those  previously  mentioned  as  well  as 
the  continued  mid-east  conflict,  the  unchecked  stockpiling  of  Soviet 
offensive  missies,  the  repression  of  Soviet  Jews  and  the  warnings  of 
Soviet  dissidents  cannot  give  any  other  image  to  these  ‘historic 
meetings’  but  that  of  a  Nixonian  grant  of  approval  to  virtually 
unswerving  Soviet  domestic  and  foreign  policies  having  their  roots  in 
early  twentieth  century  nationalism  and  mid-century  cold  war 
philosophy. 

At  a  time  when  world  unity  ahd  peace  should  be  the  thoughts 
on  the  minds  of  men  ‘PRAVDA’  has  this  to  offer  on  ‘co-existence’. 

“Co-existence  does  not  mean  a  discontinuation  of  the  class 
struggle,  (i.e.  world  communist  revolution),  but  only  the 
renunciation  of  military  methods.” 

Chou  En  Lai  reporting  to  the  Chinese  Communist  Party 
Congress:  “Relaxation  of  tensions  is  a  temporary  and  superficial 
phenomenon  and  great  disorder  will  continue.  Such  disorder  is  a 
good  thing  for  the  people  (i.e.  Chinese  communism),  not  a  bad

Here  at  Tech.  ::  sometimes  seems  that  the  laws  governing  the  rest 
of  the  universe  don't  apply.  “Definitely”  becomes  “maybe”, 
“someday”  becomes  “never”,  and  “tomorrow”  tends  to  recede 
into  the  mists  of  the  distant  future. 

This  :s  part;:_arly  the  case  where  the  Affirmative  Action 
Program  -  .ntended  to  protect  the  rights  of  women  and  minorities 
at  Tech  —  is  concerned. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  plan  accepted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  a  complete  listing  of  all  job  positions  to  be  filled  at  the 
Institute  for  this  year,  was  to  have  been  presented  to  the  temporary 
EEO  Troika  Last  March.  The  list  was  held  back  for  several  weeks 
beyond  the  due  date,  and  was  finally  released  only  in  the  face  of  a 
threat  by  Committee  W  to  seek  an  injunction  against  the 
administration. 

Similarly,  the  administration  had  agreed  to  hire  a  permanent 
EEO  officer  by  July  July  is  long  gone,  and  that  position  has  yet  to 
be  filled. 

It  seems  that  the  Search  Committee  had  narrowed  the  field  of 
candidates  down  to  two.  Faced  with  the  necessity  of  choosing 
between  them,  the  administration  found  instead  a  middle  course.  It 
did  nothing.  Finally,  one  of  the  candidates  gave  up,  and  took 
another  position. 

The  administration  seemed,  at  last,  to  have  run  out  of  excuses 
for  delay;  but,  at  this  point,  the  Trustees  came  to  the  rescue  of  our 
Cumnock  commandos.  They  dug  up  yet  another  candidate  for  the 
position  of  EEO  officer,  and  directed  the  Search  Committee  to 
consider  this  application  as  well. 

Now,  a  final  decision  is  supposed  to  be  made  by  the  end  of 
October.  Undoubtedly,  a  decision  will  be  made  by  the  end  of 
October.  The  only  question  is:  “October  of  what  year?”

Institute  Council 


The  Institute  Council  had  its 
first  meeting  of  the  semester  in 
the  Trustees  Room  last 
Thursday. 

A  motion  was  presented  by 
Professor  Charles  Saccardox 
stating  that  beginning  in  January 
of  1974,  all  class  schedules  be 
fitted  into  the  daily  period  of  8 
am  to  4  pm,  except  on  Tuesday 
and  Thursdays  when  classes 
would  start  at  9  am.  This  would 
necessitate  that  laboratories,  if 
they  are  three  hour  ia os,  would 
have  to  be  scheduled  from  1  pm 
to  4  pm.  The  period  after  4  pm 
each  day  would  be  reserved  for 
faculty  and  student 
organizational  activities.  Also,  it 
recommended  that  no  activities 
be  scheduled  after  4  pm  on 
Fridays.  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
at  8  pm  would  be  reserved  for 
common  exams. 

Points  were  brought  up 
regarding  the  difficulty 
scheduling  labs  solely  within 
those  time  periods  specified  as 
well  as  the  difficulty  for 
commuting  students  to 
participate  in  extracurricular 
activities.  A  letter  was  received 
from  a  committee  consisting  of 
Department  Chairmen 
expressing  their  desire  to 
participate  in  a  decision.  After  a 
vote  of  the  Council,  it  was 
decided  to  form  an  ad  hoc 
committee  consisting  of  three 
department  heads,  three 
administration  personel,  and 
three  faculty  members  which 
would  investigate  this  matter 
further. 

Committees  were  also  voted 
on  following  the  receival  of 
recommendations  for  student 
members  by  Student  Senate 
President  Jim  Bender.  The 
following  committees  have 
student  representation: 
Academic  Policy  and  Curriculum 
(considers  questions  of  academic 
policy  affection  the  whole 
Institute),  Student  Affairs 
(Academic  and  Disciplinary  due 
process  and  procedures), 
Resourses  and  Planning  (future 
of  the  Institute),  Affirmative 
Action  (for  all  minorities), 
Student  Evaluation  (still  seeking 
the  “Perfect”  form)  and  the 
Athletic  Committee  (which 
oversees  the  athletic  budget). 


Student  members  were  voted 
with  the  deletion  of  one  student 
from  two  committees  following 
the  recommendation  of  the 
Dean  of  Students.  Dana  Osman

Is  Aaron  Really 
Breaking  the  Record 

A  record  in  professional  sports  is  something  that  must 
be  admired.  When  a  record  is  broken,  it  gives  the  man  or 
team  a  feeling  of  accomplishment.  This  feeling  of 
accomplishment  increases  when  the  record  broken  is  one 
that  has  stood  for  a  long  time. 


Probably  the  single  most  talked  about  record  in  sports 
is  Babe  Ruth’s  714  home  runs  in  almost  two  decades  of 
slugging  for  the  Boston  Red  Sox,  the  New  York  Yankees, 
and  the  Boston  Braves.  The  Babe  hit  his  714th  in  1935,  38 
years  ago.  It  has  been  said  by  many  that  this  milestone 
would  outlast  all  others.  But  Hank  Aaron  of  the  Atlanta 
Braves  is  rapidly  closing  in  on  the  Babe’s  majestic  figure. 
With  71 1  homeruns,  it  is  quite  possible  that  he  may  break 
the  record  of  records  before  this  season  ends  in  October. 
To  show  how  important  this  is,  NBC  has  declared  that 
“when  the  record  is  broken,  NBC  will  be  there  to  report”, 
as  Curt  Gowdy  called  it  during  the  all-star  game. 

But  one  important  factor  in  breaking  a  total  record  is 
the  the  breaking  of  the  percentage  record  as  well.  This 
record  of  7 1 4  will  be  broken  by  Aaron  but  Ruth’s  record 
of  one  home  run  per  1 1  at  bat  is  far  in  front  of  the  field. 
Hammering  Henry’s  percentage  is  one  per  16  at  bat.  Ruth 
vent  to  bat  between  8500-9000  times  during  his  illustrious 
career.

thing.  It  throws  the  enemies  into  confusion  and  causes  disorder 
among  them.  This  is  favorable  to  communists  (Chinese)  and 
unfavorable  to  imperialists,  modern  revisionism  (Russia)  and  all 
reactions.” 

With  the  emminent  appointment  of  Dr.  Kissenger  as  Secretary 
of  State,  the  hope  exists  that  his  creativity  and  experience  can  move 
America  into  a  new  world  situation  undreamed  of  by  the 
beaureaucratic  William  Rogers.  However,  considering  all  facts,  the 
President  and  Dr.  Kissinger  must  realize  that  they  cannot  move 
unbridled  in  an  attempt  to  win  American  popularity  and  achieve 
world  peace.  In  the  present  world  condition  caution  can  be  soundly 
advised.  As  long  as  the  balance  of  power  is  a  necessary  evil  let  us 
take  care  not  to  destroy  the  world  we  would  save. 

For  the  present  we  must  be  satisfied  with  the  uneasy  settlements 
developed  and  hope  that  on  this  dubious  foundation  a  true  world 
peace  can  be  achieved. 
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
